POST MORTEM RESULT. 


An inquiry into the death of a 
"Shinese diver named Lam Ling, 
who lost his life: while working 
at the Hongkong Electric Com- 
pany's installation at North 
Point on September 12, was open- 
ed al the Centra! Magistracy: 
yesterday by Mr &. B. 
McElderry, assisted by Messrs, 
B. J. Lacon (foreman), A. 
.Mackenzie and A. H. de Silva as 
jurors, . 
Dr. J. Craig, officer in charge of 
the Victoria Mortuary, deposed to 
having performed? a post mortem 
examinatidn on the body of the 
deceased the following day. 
There was a small incised cut on 
the centre of’ the deceased’s fore- 
head, but that-wound alone could 
not have caused death. It might 
have stunned the deceased but 
would not have been very severe. 
It was superficial and did vot in- 
jure the bone. There was & 
marked congestion of the blood in 
the face and neck but there was 
no mark of any pressure on the 
person. The congestion in the 
neck might have been due to some 
constriction caused indirectly by 
the diving suit, The. lungs and 
‘stomach contained very little 
water. Ih witness’s opinion death 
was due to asphyxiation. The 
deceased, from all’ appeatances 
had probably died before being 
drawn up. és 
The enquiry was adjourned till 
Friday afternoon, and the court 
visited the scene of’ the tragedy.
